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THOSE RICH SENATORS. 


It has become tlte custom of par- 
agraphers of the public press to 
sharpen their Fabers on the rich 
Senators frem our Pacific coast. 
Though, doubtless, the rich Sen- 
ators can stand it, paragraphers 
should not be too hard on them. 
The possession of wealth is not in 
itself a crime, and in this country 
the architect of his own fortune is 
regarded before the scion who 
sprouted and grew up in the un- 
healthy shades of luxury. 

Paragraphers should go slow on 
these rich Senators. Paragraphers 
should reflect that when they them- 
selves have pre-empted all the 
brain of the country, it were un- 
seemly to grudge a corresponding 
share of wealth in other quarters. 

Brain will contend for, and does 
sometimes, secure wealth; but we 
have never reliably heard of a case 
of wealth amassing brain or wisdom. 
These rich Senaters from the golden 
slope have achieved their own 
wealth, and it is just possible they 
did not find it all in a heap. Give 
them the benefit of the doubt until 
roll call. 

Paragraphers, too, should remem- 
ber that rich men are the real rep- 
resentatives of a land whose hills 
are ribbed with everlasting golden 
bones, whose auriferous sands im- 
prison the lucent rays of thesloping 
sun aud piece out the shimmering 
twilight on the hills and vales. 

We cannot all be great alike, 
neither can we be identically good 
all over this country. Doubtless 
Ben Butler represented Massachu- 
setts in Congress, and the late John 
Morrissy represented his New 
Yerk constituency. 

One thing that cau be sald of the 
rich Senators from the western 
plane is, that accustomed to hand- 
ling and owning immense values, 
they have been slow in accepting 
bribes.

The English Gevernment “Stoops 
to Conquer ”---HKavanaugh the 
Infermer once a New York

New York, Feb. 22. 
Kavanaugh, the cab-driver and in-

WASHINGTON SCANDAL. 


Insinuations Concerning the Presi- 
dent and a Lady Friend- Ru- 
mored Assault Upon Arthur. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. 
Two or three papers have within a 
few days published scandalous stories 
about the President. They are scan- 
dalous insinuations. They dared 
not go farther than insinuate. There 
are no facts known to any one to jus- 
tify these insinuations. The Presi- 
dent has shown some attentions to the 
wife of an official high in one of the 
departments, which have been enough 
to set the tongues of male and female 
gossips to wagging in asly and sub 
resa way. The President’s intimacy 
with the family of the lady has 
long been known and often spoken of. 
It includes the entire family, and 
there is no evidence of anv indiscre- 
tion about it. He has made early and 
informal calls at the house of the lady 
in question, and it has frequently been 
stated in Washington correspondence 
that there was no attempt at secrecy. 
The lady’s husband and her father, 
who is in evena higher position than 
her husband, remained on the most 
intimate personal and official terms 
with the President. At the races some 
time ago the lady and her husband 
were in attendance, but he went with 
gentlemen friends and she went with 
the President. Nothing could have 
been less clandestine, and the fact that 
her husband attended the races should 
hsve prevented any club- room 
talk or tea-party gossip; but the 
prominence of the parties made the 
subject a fascinating one for certain 
persons, and so there have been un- 
pleasant guesses and surmises pass- 
ed around among the wives of of- 
ficials at their receptions, and by the 
wives passed over to their husbands, 
and by them related in club rooms. 

No one professes to know anything 

discreditable to the distinguished per- 

sons whose reputations are trifled with. 

They have only heard somebody say 

something or other. This kind of 

talk has been passed around in an un- 
derhanded way for many moutbs. 

During that time no facts have 

come to light and nothing has occurred 

to strengthen suspicions, but stories of 
that kind all grow by association, and 
at last newspapers published seme 

vague allusions to the matter. A

DLEOMARGARINE. 


An Important Industry Being 
Vigorously Pushed. 


— — - 


A RIVAL OF REAL GOWS’ BUTTER. 


How Fat is Made Into a Wholesome 
Article of Food. 


—d—ä 


Since ‘the establishment of the 
Mege Pacific Commercial Com- 
pany's Oleomafgatine Butter 
Works at San Fraucisco this article 
of food is receiving very considéra= 
ble attention from dairymen, and, 
in fact, all classes of people. Its 
appearance in the San Francisco 
market was met with a strong pre- 
judice which the company have 
found difficult to overcome, But, 
notwithstanding this, they have 
constructed extensive works in 
South San Francisco, costing $100,- 
000, L. P. Drexler, formerly of 


the company and owns a large block 
of the stock. So confident is Mr. 
Drexler of the ultimate success of 
this enterprise that he is freely in- 
vesting his money in the project, 
and will undoubtedly reap a hand- 
some return in time. He is very 
earnest in the work heis engaged 
in, and 1s devoting the greater por- 


tion of his time tothe care of that 
branch of his many enterprises. 

Upon invitation of Mr. Drexler, 
a GAZETTE representative visited 
the factory last week and was made 
acquainted with the process of man- 
ufacture of this, to the Pacific 
Coast, new article of commerce. 
The works are situated lu South 
San Francisco, and as one drives 
across Long bridge and observes 
the sea gulls pull from the sand, at 
low tide, every description of filthy 
offal, from the hoof ef a bullock to 
the horn, his stomach is not toned 
up to any safe degree for investiga- 
ting fat of any king; and when you 
turn into the street of Butchertown, 
the stench from the many abattoirs 
caps the climax. As we drive 
along through the mud and slum 
the air is thick evough to scoop up 
in a pile. 

„That four-story building at the 
head of this street is our factory,“ 
said Mr, Drexler. The GAzETTER 
said nothing, but Great guns! Let 
us go back to pure air and let bull 
butter severely alone,“ was what 
he thought. The smell is enough 
to take the hair off your head, and 
the thought of eating anything from 
that portion of the busy metropolis 
is quite enough. Another block 

and you are over your 
trouble. When you enter the com- 
pany’s large office rooms and notice 
the busy clerks at work, the idea is 
that the manufacture of 
oleomargarine isa very important 
industry, and must be pushing its 
way into the markets of the world 
in spite of public prejudices. A 
short description of the factory, the 
method of handling the fats and a 
general idea of how it is made may 
not be uninteresting to Nevadaus. 
The selected fats from the caul, 
unch, and small intestines of the 
ves are taken from the abattoirs 
to the factory aye evening. The 
fat, after being slightly salted, is 
thrown into la vats of pure 
water, where it is left until the fol- 
lowing morning, when the water is 
drawn off and the fat is washed 
rfectly clean, all the salt and 
mpurities being removed; then it 
is elevated te the top story and 
placed on a long white table con- 
veniently situated te three small 
machines called hashers,““ not un- 
like a sausage cutter. The fat is 
cut into pieces small enough to go 
through the hasher hopper and is 
received by a series of knives with 
aspiral motion, revolving at a high 
rate of speed in an iron cylinder. 
This process completely disinteg- 
rates the fat. From the hasher it 
drops into a large iron cauldron 
ja ated, where the steam is turned 
n and the melting and first sepa- 
ration of butter compounds from 
the cellular tissues takes place. 
During disintegration a multer 
keeps the fat constantly in motion, 
and it is melted at a temperature of 
from 103° to 113°. When the fat is 
— melted the stirring is 
suspended, the particles of mem- 
brane settles to the bottom, forming 
what Drexler calls “‘scrap fat.” The 
oil rises to the and is about the 
color of strained honey. After the 
separation has taken place a siphon 
is dro in and the oil drawn off 
into kettles holding 1000 pounds, 
and kept at a temperature of 140° 
Fah., when a little salt is added, 
and the tallow or “scrap fat“ is 
conveyed through pipes to the out- 
side of the factory to the tallow 
works. The butter-oil, after re- 
maining in the kettles on the sec- 
ond fleor four to six hours, is 
drawn off into — wooden oil 
tanks lined with galvauized iron, 
and kept in the press room at an

When the process is completed 
the refined fat is next pressed 
when the excess of erystallsed 
stearine is removed by straining 
under a hydratilic pressure of 5,000 

unds. To do this the fat is set 

n wooden moulds or boxes holding 
two pounds each atid put into a 
0 nvas package for the press, 

hen the press is filled with these 
two-pound packages it is subjected 
to steadily increasing pressure, 
under which the fluid eil flows out 
until the stearine cakes are left 
dry and hard. From the press the 
oil is conveyed to the churns, 
through pipes kept warm by steam. 
After itis put luto the churns 100 
pounds of pure cow’s milk is adde 
to every 400 pounds of butter oil 
and the churn isrun at 135 revolu- 
tions per minute and kept at a tem- 
rature of 70°. The churns are 
made of block-tin and round a 
hollow tin shaft conveying fresh 
air through a blower to the bottom 
of the milk and oil, thus regulating 
the temperature. After churning 
for 35 minutes a little coloring is 
added, giving the mixture a rich 
yellow tint. Then the churns are 
run ten minutes longer, and a 
large box of finely cut ice is rolled 
up under the faucet and tbe gate 
opened. The butter comes out not 
much thicker than milk, but the 
moment it comes in contact with 
the ice it thickens to the consis- 
tancy of butter and in fact is but+ 
ter. Men mis the fine ice and but- 
ter with iron forks until the churn 
is empty and the ice melted. From 
this it is run into the moulding 
room and all the water and 
“buttermilk” is Worked out and 
the butter salted, moulded into, 
rolls, stamped ‘‘Oleomargarine’’ and 
packed in boxes ready for market. 
The 1 put it up in 25, 50 and 
100 pound flrkins and in one and 
two pound rolle for retail use. 
They.use the finest grade of Eng- 
lish salt for which they pay $20 
per ton. 

They are now making 1,150 

pounds a day of butter and 1,000 
pounds of oil. San Francisco con- 
sumes about 300 pound a day and 
the rest is sent to Arizona and 
other hot climates. The butter 
seems to beall they claim for it— 
a good, wholesome article of food, 
healthful and clean, and will be- 
come a very important article of 
commerce. 
The California Legislature is try- 
ing to legislate oleomargarine out of 
the market, and the Nevada As- 
sembly has passed a similar meas- 
ure, but from present indications it 
will be a difficult matter. If oleo- 
margarine is a clean, healthful and 
desirable article fer family con- 
sumption it will eventually over- 
come prejudice and find a ready 
and profita@e sale. They sell it 
for what it is and so long as they do 
no one can find fault.

5 Starving Cattle.

State that cattle are dying of hun- 
ger along the railroad in western 
Nebraska and Wyoming. The 
snow is deep and the cattle crowd 
on the track, which is kept clear, 


and it is not unusual to see from 
ten to twenty head of dead cattle at 
a section house, or wherever there 
happens te be a place where the 
snow has been cleared off. Stock 
men Were sending hay to different 
places along the road to feed their 
starving herds. The snow was 
quite deep; there was nothing for 
cattle to eat where they were not 
fed hay, and the loss from hunger 
must' be very considerable.

TRUCKEE ITEMS, 


Serape of Interest From Our 
Neighbor in the Hills. 


Gleaned from the Republican of 
Feb. 21st,
